GETS ANOTHER TERM 


Chicago Reelects Carter H. Harri- 
son as Mayor. 


HIS PLURALITY CLOSE TO 40,000. 


ix-Governor Altgeld, Who Ran as an 
Independent Candidate, Receives 
45,401 Votes—Returns from Wis- 
consin and Other States. 


Chicago, April 5.—Carter H. Harrison 
was re-elected mayor of Chicago Tues- 
day by a total vote of 146,914, against 
107,304 for Zina R. Carter, the republi- 
can candidate, and 45,401 for John P. 
Altgeld, the independent democratic 
candidate. Harrison’s plurality 39,610. 
in the last mayoralty election Harrison 
was elected by a vote of 145,000 against 
59,342 for Sears, the regular republican 
nominee, and 69,637 for Harlan, the in- 
lependent republican. The democrats 
have elected their candidates for the 
town officers in the north and west 
towns, the republicans carrying the 
south town, although the final count 
may take this from them. ‘The returns 
at midnight, however, indicate that 
they have it by a safe majority. The 
vote from the wards shows, as far as it 
has been counted, that the republicans 
have elected 14 aldermen, and the dem- 
ocrats 9. The contest in several of the 
wards is very close, and the official 
count will probably be necessary to 
determine the result. The city couneil 
has been composed of 45 democrats and 
23 republicans, and the democrats will, 
without doubt, retain a working ma- 
jority. : 

The election was entirely upon local 
issues, no element of national politics 
entering into the campaign. The firm 
stand taken by Mayor Harrison against 
the proposed 50-year extension of the 
street car franchises was a strong ele- 
ment of his popularity, and gained him 
many votes from the republican party, 
besides holding closely to him many of 
the democratic party who might have 
cast their votes for the independent 
democratic candidate. Another fact 
that drew to him many republican 
votes was the existing opposition to 
the republican machine among the 
rank and file of the republican party. 

The election was one of the most 
quiet that the city has ever experi- 
enced. There were rumors of coming 
trouble in the First and Enghteenth 
wards, where the republicans claimed 
they had secured positive evidence of 
“colonizing” on the part of the demo- 
crats, but the matter came to nothing 
and there were no difficulties to speak 
of. 

The suburb of Austin was annexed to 
the city of Chicago as the result of the 
election. This will add 11,500 to the 
population of Chicago. 

Returns from elections in various 
cities of the state are meager. 

In Springfield, Loren E. Wheeler 
(rep.) was reelected mayor by 127 plu- 
rality, over John M. Striffler, the demo- 
cratic nominee. 

In Peoria, in the township elections, 
the entire republican ticket was elected 
by pluralities ranging from 200 to 1,500. 

The republican ticket carried Gales- 
burg by a majority of 1,513 for the head 
of the ticket. - 

In Wisconsin. 

Milwaukee, Wis., April 5.—Election 
returns in Milwaukee county received 
up to 9:30 p. m. show that Eugene S. 
Elliot and Daniel H. Johnson (non- 
partisan) are elected circuit court 
judges without a doubt. John C. Lud- 
wig (non-partisan), was elected judge 
of the superior court without opposi- 
tion. John B. Cassiday (non-partisan 
and present encumbent) was elected to 


the state supreme court for a full term, 


and Joshua Eric Dodge, also non-par- 
tisan, was elected to fill an unexpired 
term on the supreme bench, to which he 
was appointed on the resignation of 
Silas U. Pinney. 
Following is a summary of the re 
turns from various points in the state: 


Madison—Democratic mayor elected by 
100 majority, succeeding a republican. Coun- 
cil remains democratic. Increased demo- 
cratic vote. 

Racine—Democrats. elect M. Higgins 
mayor by small majority, succeeding a 
democrat. They also elect a justice and 
five aldermen. Republicans elect city 
clerk and assessor, and two aldermen. 

Watertown—Complete returns give Grube 
(dem.) 516 majority for mayor. Demoerats 
elected majority of the city council, mak- 
ing municipal officers same as last year. 
No political contest. 

Wausau—Republicans elect city clerk and 
nine councilmen. Democrats mayor, treas- 


thirds of the circuit judges elected im the 
86 judicial districts of the state are re- 
publicans. The fine weather did not bring 
out as large a vote as anticipated in any 
section. 

In Texas, 


Houston, Tex., April §—Municipal elec- 
tions were held throughout the state Tues- 
day. There were no general issues, and only 
local questions were involved. Democrats 
generally had members of their own party 
to beat, and did it. 

Laredo, Tex., April 5.—In the municipal 
elections Tuesday A. M. Vidaurri, a pro- 
gressive Mexican, was elected mayor. 
Mayor Christian headed the other ticket in 
the field. The issue was that the present 
city administration had not used sufficient 


vigor in the treatment of the smallpox epi- 


demic which led up to the recent riots and 
the existing quarantine against the city 
and county.

Denver, Col., April 5.—Henry V. Johnson 
(dem.) has been elected mayor of Denver 
by a plurality of about 3,000.

Will Have Good Effect. 

The belief is spreading among the 
residents here that the effect of the 
capture of. Malolos, the former rebel 
capital, followed by the proclamation 
of the United States Philippine com- 
mission wili be to convince the natives 
that Aguinaldo’s bubble has burst. 

Full Activity Resumed. 

Washington, April 5.—In accordance 
with the expectation of the state de- 
partinent the Philippine commission 
has now resumed full activity. It was 
deemed inexpedient for the body to 
undertake to influence the insurgents 


while the latter were acting under mis- 


guided influences and consequently un- 
approachable. Now that Otis’ cam- 
paign has probably convinced the Ta- 
gals of the impossibility of standing be- 
fore the American forces, it was 
deemed timely to address the insur- 
gents again in the hope that they could 
be brought to see the uselessness of a 
further struggié against the United 
States arms. The state department was 
notified by a cablegram from Mr. 


Schurman, president of the Philippine 
: commission, that the expected procla- 


mation would be issued at once. He 

stated that the document would be 

about 1,500 words in length. 
Origin of the Insurrection. 

Dr. Schurman says that after a 
month’s personal observation and in- 
terviews with different classes of people 
he finds that the insurrection had its 
origin and streugth in the Tagalog prov- 
inces around Manila. The remaining 
provinces of North and South Luzon 
are peopled by different races, and the 
rest of the archipelago are not natura} 
allies of the Tagalogs, but unfriendly 
rivals. During the months while the 
treaty of peace was being negotiated 
at Paris, the Tagalogs sent detach- 
ments of from 50 to 200 men to all the 
other provinces to seize governments 
as robbers hold up trains. The liberty 
of the populations was constrained, 
supremacy was enforced, as there were 
no American forces present to expel 
the Tagalogs. He says the recent vic- 
tories have had a good effect every- 
where. With a growth of a general feel- 
ing of security, the populations will 
doubtless declare for the United States, 
“The Philippine people,” says Dr. 
Schurman, “seem discouraged by the 
valorous, swift and irresistible move- 
ments of the American troops, against 
which their elaborate defensive works 
were useless.”

"3. The civil rights of the Philippine peo- 


ple will be guaranteed and protected to 


the fullest extent; religious freedom will 
be assured, and all persons shall be equal 
and have equal standing in the eyes of the 
law. 

“4. Honor, justice and friendship forbid 
the use of the Philippine people or the is- 
lands they inhabit as an object or means 
of exploitation. The purpose of the Amer- 
ican government is the welfare and the 
advancement of the Philippine people. 

“5. There shall be guaranteed to the Phil- 
ippine people an honest and effective civil 
service, in which, to the fullest extent to 
which it is practical, natives shall be em- 
ployed. 

“6. The collection and application of all 
taxes and other revenues will be placed 
upon a sound, economical basis and the 
public funds, raised justly and collected 
honestly, will be applied only to defray 
the regular and proper expenses incurred 
by and for the establishment and mainte- 
nance of the Philippine government and 
such general improvements as the pubiic 
interests may demand. Local funds col- 
lected will be used for local purposes and 
not be devoted to other ends. With 
such prudent and honest fiscal administra- 
tion, it is believed that the needs of the 
government will in a short time become 
compatible with a considerable reduction 
in taxation. ; 

‘7. A pure, speedy and effective admin- 
istration of justice will be established 
whereby may be eradicated the evils aris- 
ing from delay, corruption and exploita- 
tion, 

“8. The construction of roads, railroads 
and similar means of communication and 
transportation and of other public works, 
manifestly to the advantage of the PMlip- 
pine people, will be promoted. 

“9, Domestic and foreign trade and com- 
merce, agriculture and other industrial 
pursuits tending toward the general devel- 
opment of the country, in the interests of 
the inhabitants, shall be objects of con- 


10. Effective provision will be made for 


which the children of the people may be 
educated and appropriate facilities will be 
provided for a higher education. 

“11. Reforms in all departments of the 
government, all branches of the public 
service and all corporations closely touch- 
ing the common life of the people will be 
undertaken without delay and effected con- 
formably with right and justice in a way 
to satisfy the well-founded demands and 
the highest sentiments and aspirations of 
the people. 

“Such is the spirit in which the United 
States comes to the people of the islands, 
and the president has instructed the com- 
mission to make this publicly known. 

“In obeying his behest, the commission- 
ers desire to join the president in express- 
ing their good will toward the Philippine 
people, and to extend to the leading rep- 
resentative men an invitation to meet 
them for the purpose of personal acquain- 
tance and the exchange of views and opin- 
ions.

in the last mayoralty election Harrison 
was elected by a vote of 145,000 against 
59,342 for Sears, the regular republican 
nominee, and 69,637 for Harlan, the in- 
lependent republican. The democrats 
have elected their candidates for the 
town officers in the north and west 
towns, the republicans carrying the 
south town, although the final count 
may take this from them. ‘The returns 
at midnight, however, indicate that 
they have it by a safe majority. The 
vote from the wards shows, as far as it 
has been counted, that the republicans 
have elected 14 aldermen, and the dem- 
ocrats 9. The contest in several of the 
wards is very close, and the official 
count will probably be necessary to 
determine the result. The city council 
has been composed of 45 democrats and 
23 republicans, and the democrats will, 
without doubt, retain a working ma- 
jority. 

The election was entirely upon local 
issues, no element of national politics 
entering into the campaign. The firm 
stand taken by Mayor Harrison against 


| the proposed 50-year extension of the 


street car franchises was a strong ele- 
ment of his popularity, and gained him 
many votes from the republican party, 
besides holding closely to him many of 
the democratic party who might have 
cist their votes for the independent 
democratic candidate. Another fact 
that drew to him many republican 
votes was the existing opposition to 
the republican machine among the 
rank and file of the republican party. 

The election was one of the most 
quiet that the city has ever experi- 
enced. There were rumors of coming 
trouble in the First and Enghteenth 
wards, where the republicans claimed 
they had secured positive evidence of 
“colonizing”? on the part of the demo- 
crats, but the matter came to nothing 
and there were no difficulties to speak 
of. | 

The suburb of Austin was annexed to 
the city of Chicago as the result of the 
election. This will add 11,500 to the 
population of Chicago. 

Returns from elections in 
cities of the state are meager. 

In Springfield, Loren E. Wheeler 
(rep.) was reelected mayor by 127 plu- 
rality, over John M. Striffler, the demo- 
cratic nominee. 

In Peoria, in the township elections, 
the entire republican ticket was elected 
by pluralities ranging from 200 to 1,500. 

The republican ticket carried Gales- 
burg by a majority of 1,513 for the head 
of the ticket.

Text of Proclamation. 

New York, April 5. — The Journal’s 
Manila correspondent cables the text of 
the United States’ Philippine commis- 
sioners’ proclamation, issued Tuesday: 


“The commission desires to assure the 
people of the Philippine islands of the eor- 
dial good will and fraternal feeling which 
is entertained for them by the president 
of the United States and by the Ameritcan 
people. 

“The aim and object of the American 
government, apart from the fulfillment oí 
the solemn obligations it has assumed to- 
ward the family of nations by its accept- 
ance of sovereignty over the Philippine 
islands, is the well-being, prosperity and 
happiness of the Philippine people and 
their elevation and advancement to a po- 
sition among the most civilized peoples of 
the world. 

“The president believes that this felicity 
and perfection of the Philippife people is 
to be brought about by the assurance of 
peace and order, by the guarantee of civil 
and religious liberty, by the establishment 
of justice, by the cultivation of letters, 
selence and the liberal and practical arts 
by the enlargement of intercouse with for- 
eign nations, by expansion of industria] 
pursuits, by trade and commerce, by multi- 
plication and improvement of the means of 
internal communication; by development 
with the aid of modern mechanical inven- 
tions of the great natural resources of the 
archipelago, and, in a word, by the unin- 
terrupted devotion of the people to the 
pursuit of useful objects and the realiza- 
tion of those noble ideas which constitute 
the higher civilization of mankind. 

“Unfortunately, these purée aims and pur- 
poses of the American government and 
people have been misinterpreted to some 
of the inhabitants of eertain islands, and, 
as a consequence the friendly American 
forces have, without provocation or cause, 
been openly attacked, and why these hos- 
tilities?

DOESN’T ABOLISH CANTEEN. 


An Opinion by the Attorney General 
on the Recent Act of 
Congress, 

Washington, April 5.—The secretary 
of war recently requested the opinion 
of the attorney general as to whether 
section 17 of the act passed at the last 
session of congress “increasing the eff- 
ciency of the army,” prohibited the 
continuance of the sale of intoxicating 
drinks by the government in the can- 
teen section of the post exchanges, 
which are organized and maintained at 
the various army posts and encamp- 
ments throughout the United States. 

The attorney general, in his reply, 


holds that the section in question does 


not prohibit the continuance of the 
sale of intoxicating drinks through the 
canteen sections as heretofore organ- 
ized and carried on, except that no offi- 
cer or enlisted man can be detailed for 
duty in the canteen section to do the 
selling.

The news that the govern- 
ment is to prosecute the proprietors of 
Figaro for revealing ‘state secrets’ has 
spread the impression there is some- 
thing back of the case favorable to 
Dreyfus. 

“The opponents of revision are -re- 
sorting to extraordinary measures to 
counteract the impression. Paul Ca- 
vaignac, former minister of war, de- 
clares under oath - Dreyfus was un- 
doubtedly guilty. Jules Lamaitre pre- 
dicts the ruin of the republic if the re- 
visionists have their way. 

“Figaro will continue the publication 
of the disclosures. It will make public 
-the depositions of M. Poincare and M. 
Develle, both former members of the 
ministry. These depositions are said to 
be the most sensational in the trial. 

“The deposition of General Roget, to 
whom Paul Deroulede appealed on the 
day of the Faure funeral to lead the 
populace to the Elysee, will also appear 
tomorrow. 

“Public opinion in Paris is overwhelm- 
ing for Dreyfus. A reform in the per- 
sonnel of the war office is one of the in-

= evitable results of Filgaro’s revelations.” 


Trouble between the British and Chi- 
nese has broken out to a small extent, 
and the result may be of extremely 
large proportions.

The 
Hong Kong regiment is now under or- 
ders to proceed to Hong Kong. 

: “Captain May, ‘who has been super- 
intendent of police at Hong Kong since 
1893, and superintendent of the Victoria. 
jail and fire brigade there since 1896, is 
the fourth son of J. A. C. May, formerly 
lord chief justice of Ireland. He is now 
in his 40th year. He received special 
decorations for services rendered dur- 
ing the coolies strike anid the great 


- plague of 1894. 


“Placards have been posted in the 
Kew-Loon Hinterland inciting the peo- 
ple to stop the British officials from sur- 
veying there, and the officials have re- 
turned to Hong Kong because of the 
threatening attitude of the Chinese. 

“A recent dispatch says the Hong 
Kong authorities are pressing for an ex- 
tension of the territory ceded to Great 


. Britain by the treaties of Canton and 
Nanking on the ground that more land 


is needed for government bvildings.

The Ypsilanti Ladies’ Library associa- 
tion held their thirty-first annual meet- 
ing in the library parlors yesterday af- 
ternoon at 3 o'clock. At the election of 
Officers Mesdames Emma Batchelder 
and Lucy Hewitt and Miss Jane Lamb. 
were re-elected board members for 
three years, and Mesdames Helen 
Brown and Gertrude Davis were put on 
the board in place of Mesdames Julia 
Sherman and Sarah Putnam, who had 
refused renomination. Of the yearly 
officers, Mrs. Alice Todd was re-elected 
president, Miss Anna Cutcheon was re- 
elected vice-president; secretary, Mrs. 
Clara VanFossen; treasurer, Mrs. Lucy 
Hewitt; corresponding secretary, Miss 
Nora Murphy. Mrs. Lucy Loomis was 
reappointed librarian. 

Following are extracts from the re- 
port read by Mrs. Julia Sherman, the 
retiring secretary: 

Madame President and Ladies: 

And now for a brief resume of the 
work of the past 12 months. One year 
ago today we faced the public mired— 
not so deeply as in some years, yet 
mired in a financial morass. Perhaps 
some of us were reminded of that arith- 
metical frog that so puzzled our childish 
heads. Given that he was in a well -so 
many feet deep, that daily he jumped, 
say three feet, towards daylight, but 
alas! always fell back, say two feet, 
When would he get out? It seemed such 
an altogether discouraging feat to per- 
form, and many a night our childish 
eyes closed in sleep and weariness, giv- 
ing that frog friendly boosts toward 
daylight, but our ‘brighitest fancy and 
figures never quite rescued ‘him. . In the 
light of adult years, our mental vision, 
grown somewhat clearer, we realize 


i that we must either rescue our frog or 


fall into the well of adversity with him. 
Happily in the case of this library, a 
long pull, a strong puil and a pull all 
together has landed us financially upon 
firmer ground, and though as yet our 
grip is none too solid, we hope that our 
days of financial vicissitudes are quite 
outgrown, and that friendly hands will, 
yet more in the future than in the past, 
give us now and then a friendly boost. 
As I said, today we have no large nor 
pressing debts. We have a list of some- 
thing like 5,000 well selected books in 
our cases, and we all share a hopeful 
outlook for the future. Briefly stated, 
our total income during the past year 
has been, in round numbers, $543, our 
expenses $493, with a cash balance to 
date of $50. One ‘innovation long de- 
sired has been added to the library this 
year. It is not only financially profit- 
able but a pleasant feature in every 
way, “The Ladies’ Literary club,” 
heretofore holding its meetings at 
homes of different members, now holds 
all its sessions at the library, as does 
the auxiliary, or “Study club.’ Aside 
from this, our income has been derived 
from the usual sources, j. e., from year- 
ly, semii-yearly, ete., subscribers to the 
library; from the rapidly increasing 
rental of our library shall. The yearly 
Normal dinner given in June netted the 
library $109.19, a slight increase on last 
year’s sum. In Chairman Battchelder’s 
necessary absence, Mrs. Todd, as man- 
ager of this banquet, should be largely 
credited with its success. Our citizens 
were given public and well deserved 
thanks for prompt, cheerful aid rendered 
us, also the many personal efforts in 
our behalf were prized. The library’s 
first entertainment this year given to 
the public is worthy of special notice. 
I need but to mention the “song recital” 
given us by Mr. Oscar Rudolph Garies- 
sen, at Ypsilantis opera house, the 


evening of May 20, 1898. Professor Gar- 


eissen’s able accompanists upon this 
occasion were his mother, Madame Gar- 


eissen, and Professor F. H. Pease. Both 


musically and aesthetically considered 
this was an ideal evening. Each num- 
ber as rendered was simply a gem, bur 


especially does sweet “Barbara Alen” 


and “AH Through the Night,’ that old 
Welch air, linger in one’s mind, until ït 
would seem a shame to mention money 
in connection with such melody.

And now for a brief resume cof the 
work of the past 12 months. One year 
ago today we faced the public mired— 
not so deeply as in some years, yet 
mired in a financial morass. Perhaps 
some of us were reminded of that arith- 
metical frog that so puzzled our childish 
heads. Given that he was in a well -so 
many feet deep, that daily he jumped, 
say three feet, towards daylight, but 
alas! always fell back, say two feet, 
when would he get out? It seemed such 
an altogether discouraging feat to per- 
form, and many a night our childish 
eyes closed in sleep and weariness, giv- 
ing that frog friendly boosts toward 
daylight, but our ‘brightest fancy and 
figures never quite rescued ‘him. In the 
light of adult years, our mental vision, 
grown somewhat clearer, we realize 
that we must either rescue our frog or 
fall into the well of adversity with him. 
Happily in the case of this library, a 
long pull, a strong puil and a pull all 
together has landed us financially upon 
firmer ground, and though as yet our 
grip is none too solid, we hope that our 
days of financial vicissitudes are quite 
outgrown, and that friendly hands will, 
yet more in the future than in the past, 
give us now and then a friendly boost. 
As I saild, today we have no large nor 
pressing debts. We shave a list of some- 
thing like 5,000 well selected books in 
our cases, and we all share a hopeful 
outlook for the future. Briefly stated, 
our total income during the past year 
has ‘been, in round numbers, $543, our 
expenses $493, with a cash balance to 
date of $50. One innovation long de- 
sired has been added to the library this 
year. It is not only financially profit- 
able but a pleasant feature in every 
way, “The Ladies’ Literary club,” 
heretofore holding its meetings at 
homes of different members, now holds 
all its sessions at the library, as does 
the auxiliary, or “Study club.” Aside 
from this, our income has been derived 
from the usual sources, j. e., from year- 
ly, semi-yearly, ete., subscribers to the 
library; from the rapidly increasing 
rental of our library hall. The yearly 
Normal dinner given in June netted the 
library $109.19, a slight increase on last 
year’s sum. In Chairman Batchelder’s 
necessary absence, Mrs. Todd, as man- 
ager of this banquet, should be largely 
credited with its success. Our citizens 
were given public and well deserved 
thanks for prompt, cheerful aid rendered 
us, also the many personal efforts in 
our behalf were prized. The library’s 
first entertainment this year given to 
the public is worthy of special notice. 
I need but to mention the “song recital” 
given us by Mr. Oscar Rudolph Garies- 
sen, at Ypsilanti’s opera house, the 
evening of May 20, 1898. Professor Gar- 
eissen’s able accompanists upon this 
occasion 'were his mother, Madame Gar- 
eissen, and Professor F. H. Pease.
